second came shortly before midnig ht 
when the department was called to 
the Wallace photog raph g allery in 
W est Second 
street. 
The 
third 
alarm came early this morning when 
tire ag ain broke out in the g allery . 


Of the two fires Frank 
Wallace 
suffered the heav iest loss althoug h 
for a time the fire at the Windsor 
hotel looked to be serious. 
The fire 
at the hotel started from a small 
g a s stov e in the room on the fourth 
floor. « The stov e was left burning 
by the dining room g irls, who resid­ 
ed on this floor. 
The floor under the 
stov e was not protected and caug ht 
fire. 


The stov e burned a 
hole in 
the 
floor and the flames soon spread to 
other parts of the room. 
The fourth 
floor is directly under the roof and 
the blaze was hard to g et at as it 
wa s necessa ry to chop larg e holes 
in the tin roofing . 
The fire was first 
discov ered by Frank Wooster, who 
was pa ssing by and noticed a larg e 
amount of.sorake from the roof, 
lie 
notified the clerk and the depart­ 
ment was soon on t he job. 
The fire 
was hard to 
fig ht and 
a 
larg e 
amount of water was thrown before 
the blaze was finally ex ting uished. 


The g reatest loss is from water. 
The water damag ed sev eral of the 
rooms and 
soaked 
throug h 
each 
floor until it flooded the office and 
hallway leading to the 
office 
and 
hallway leading to the entrance. S. 
A\. Nicholas, the proprietor of the 
Windsor sta tes that the loss is fully 
cov ered with insurance and 
it 
is 
thoug ht that the damag e will 
not 
not amount to ov er $500. 
It will be 
necessa ry to make ex tensiv e repairs 
to the roof and rafters a s both were 
hadlv damag ed. 
It was the first fire 
for the new chief Walter Easley and 
the manner in which he handled the 
fire receiv ed much fav orable com­ 
ment. 
The loss would 
hav e 
been 
v ery heav y but for the efficient work 
of the department. 


The blaze at the Wallace photo­ 
g raph g allery , which is in the same 
block a s the Windsor hotel, prov ed 
costly for Frank Wallace the owner. 
11 is loss is placed at 
$1,500 
with 
$000 insurance. 
The orig in of the 
fire is not known. 
It was first seen 
by Nig ht watchman Sulliv an and a p­ 
peared at that time to be in 
the 
rear of the room. 
When the depart­ 
ment arriv ed the flames were shoot­ 
ing up ov er the roof. 
Pra ctica lly 
nothing was sav ed from the g allery 
and besides the loss from equipment 
Mr. 
Wallace 
lost 
neg ativ es 
and 
plates which hav e no money 
v alue 
but which were held v ery hig h by 
him. 
lie had neg ativ es as old as 
six ty y ears and the collection could 
not he replaced with money . 
They 
were all lost, a s was his cameras. 
The blaze was thoug ht to be out 
but it was necessa ry to ca ll th$ fire 
department ag ain before the blaze 
wa s finally ex ting uished. 
The sec­ 
ond alarm came about three-thirtv 
this 
morning . 
The 
blaze 
broke 
out ag ain near the roof but it was 
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Mrs. Marg aret Hood, 74 y ears old. 
wjfe of A. 1>. Hood, died last nig ht 
shorty before midnig ht at her home 
near Fairv iew. 
Airs. Hood had been 
ill for some time suffering from com­ 
plication of disea ses, and her death 
was not unex pected. She is surv iv ed 
by her husband and four children, 
Van Hood o f Carthag e, Enoch Hood 
of Indianapolis, Mrs. R. 1».

Overseer of the Boor 
John G. Putnam , and approached the 
Beardsley house. 
Beardsley , with his 
W inchester poked through a slat in 
the boards over the window, com­ 
manded a halt. 
Convinced that no 
harm was meant, he lowered his gun 
and invited the correspondent 
into 
the house, and for the first time since 
the shooting last Tuesday he con­ 
versed without covering his man with 
the gun. 
He said he would gladly 
m ake a statem ent to the press, and in 
response to a suggestion procured a 
sheet of w riting paper, pen and ink 
and wrote a statem ent, in which he 
said: 
• I wish to state the facts in the 
shooting 
of 
Poorm aster 
Putnam. 
These people came to ray house, Put­ 
nam and two sheriffs, with the sub­ 
poena to appear before Justice of the 
Peace Harry M. Yount?. These papers 
without the signature of the said 
jus ­ 
tice of the peace and to show cause 
why said children should not be taken 
and put in a charity institution. 
My 
children had board, clothes and mon­ 
ey in ray pocket to buy more. W here­ 
upon I felt it ray duty to protect my 
home and family and children with 
my life. 
You fathers and m others if 
y ou have a vacant place around the 
table, think of the one tha t is gone 
from y ou bringing the pang of sorrow. 
“Now what is life after y our home 
is destroy ed, be it ever so humble? 
My brother tx pects to take n:y chi', 
dren and take care of them and me to 
jail Wednesday next to aw ait trial 
for shooting in the defense of my own 
home and little ones. 
Did I do right 
or not? 
Do unto me as y ou would 
have others do unto y ou 
13 a motto we 
all love. 
I certainly knew nothing 
about this m an Putnam being shot 
until they told me. 
So I need friends 
and assistance from those that believe 
in the protection of home and family . 
I need bah if permitted to have bail. 
Good by e.” 
Beardsley ’s reference to Wednesday 
was In regard to an agreem ent which 
he had piade earlier 
Sunday with 
three of his brothers and his lawy er. 
This agreem ent 
only 
was 
reached 
when he was fully convinced that hi ; 
brother would be permitted to take 
charge of the children. 
Beardsley 
stipulated tha t the grandmother, who 
is at Youngsville, Pa., be sent for to 
prepare the children for their journey 
to Titusville. 
This was agreed to. 
Before the talk with Beardsley was 
finished a group of probably fifty had 
gathered in the roadway opposite the 
house. 
The crowd clamored for a 
sight of the man. 
“There are no dep­ 
uties 
here,” 
said 
one. 
Beardsley , 
grasping 
his 
W inchester 
with 
one 
hand, unfastened the door with the 
other and stood for a few’ moments in 
the doorway . 
“Are 
there any 
cam eras 
in 
the 
crowrd?” he asked. 
“If there is I 
would like to have someone photo­ 
graph these children, just to show 
that they are not suffering.” 
The children grouped about him as 
he spoke. They were plump and rosy - 
cheeked and play ful. 
One of them 
held in her hands a big white rabbit. 
“ We’ve got two white rabbits and two 
black ones,” she volunteered, shy ly . 
Beardsley got his first newspaper 
Sunday morning" and read it carefully . 
He pointed out paragraphs wdiich he 
said wer§ untrue.

on ev ery side by abru pt and precipi­ 
tou s mou ntains, many of them with 
the most fantastic ou tlines. 
1 shou ld 
imagine, say s the Hon. Stephen Cole­ 
ridge in “Memories,” th at all the fleets 
of the world might anchor there in 
safety . 
Iu the early sev enties a cou ple of 
English blu ejackets In search of ad­ 
v entu re climbed to the top of the 
mou ntain that gu ards the entrance, 
hau led after them a flagstaff and a 
u nion Jack, set u p the pole on the 
su mmit and u nfu rled the flag tc*the 
brees e. 
The astou nded and indignant Brazil­ 
ians awoke one morning to find an 
alien bu nting fly ing ov er their territory 
ití>m its most conspicu ou s eminence. 
P rie s ts were lodged with the English 
minister, who, with the u tmost po- 
ilu ness, apologized for the thou ghtless 
escapade of some entirely u nknown 
persons and grav ely told the Brazilian 
gov ernment that of cou rse he wou ld 
hav e no possible objection 
to 
the 
prompt remov al of the flag and pole. 
Tire emperor, howev er, cou ld find no 
su bject in all his wide empire who 
wou ld v olu nteer to make the ascent to 
the su mmit of the mou ntain, which 
tn<« people of Rio de Janeiro consider­ 
ed u nscalable. 
la this embarrassing dilemma the 
Brazilian 
government determined to 
knock over the staff by shooting at It 
The Brazilian 
fleet was ordered to 
shoot the offending pole off the top of 
the mountain. 
Either they could not 
train their guns to the required angle 
of elevation or the target was too nar-

when the department was called to 
the Wallace photograph gallery in 
West Second 
street. 
The 
third 


alarm came early this morning when 
lire again broke out in the gallery. 


Of the two fires Frank 
Wallace 


suffered the heaviest loss although 
for a time the fire at the Windsor 
hotel looked to be serious. 
The fire 


at the hotel started from a small 
gas stove in the room on the fourth 
floor. . The stove was left burning 
by the dining room girls, who resid- 
ed on this floor. The lloor under the 
stove was not protected and caught 
fire. 


The stove burned a 
hole in 
the 


floor, and the flames soon spread to 
other parts of the room. The fourth 
floor is directly under the roof and 
the blaze was hard to get at as it 
was necessary to chop large hole.-; 
in the tin roofing. The fire was first 
discovered by Frank Wooster. who 
was passing by and noticed a large 
amount ol'.somke from the roof, lie 
notified the clerk and the depart- 
ment was soon on the job. The fire 
was hard to 
fight and 
a 
large 


amount of water was thrown before 
the Iihi7.e was finally extinguished. 


The greatest loss is from water. 


The water damaged several of the 
rooms and 
soaked 
through 
each 


floor until it flooded the office 
and 


hallway leading to the 
office 
and 


hallway leading to the entrance. S. 
W. Nicholas, the proprietor of the 
Windsor states that the loss is fully 
covered with insurance and 
it 
is 


thought that the damage will 
not 


not amount to over .f500. It will be 
necessary to make exten.-ive repairs 
to the roof and rafters as both were 
badly damaged. It was the first fire 
for the new chief Walter Easley and 
the manner in which he handled the 
fire received much favorable com- 
ment. 
The loss would 
have been 


very heavy but for the efficient work 
of the department. 


The blaze at the Wallace photo- 


graph gallery, which is in the same 
block as the Windsor hotel, proved 
costly for Frank AYallaee the owner. 
His loss is placed at $1.500 with 
$000 insurance. 
The origin of the 


fire is not known. It was first seen 
by Niglitwak'hinan Sullivan and ap- 
peared at that time to be in 
the 


rear of the room. When the depart- 
ment arrived the flames were shoot- 
ing up over the roof. 
Practically 


nothing was saved from the gallery 
and besides the loss from equipment 
Mr. Wallace lost 
negatives and 


plates which have no money value 
but which were held very high by 


him. 
He had negatives as old as 


sixty years and the collection could 
nor be replaced with money. 
They 


were all lost, as was his cameras. 


The blaze was thought to be out 


but it was necessary to call the fire 
department again before the blaze 
was finally extinguished. 
The sec- 


ond alarm came about three-thirty 
this morning. The 'blaze 
broke 


out again near the roof but it was

to Premises Say Children Were 


Kot in Distress. 


Jamestown, X. Y., Jan. 19.—Sunday 


afternoon your correspondent passed 
the cordon of sentinels posted by 
Sheriff. Anderson a mile and a half 
from the home of Edward Beardsley, 
who since last Tuesday has stood off 
a sheriff's posse anxious to arrest him 
for shooting 
Overseer of the i'oor 


John G. Putnam, and approached the 
Beardsley house. Lieardiley, with his 
Winchester poked through a slat in 
the hoards over the window, com- 
manded a halt. 
Convinced that no 


harm was meant, he lowered his gun 
and invited the correspondent into 
the house, and for the first time since 
the shooting last Tuesday he con- 
versed without covering hia man witb 
the gun. 
Hi? said he would gladly 


make a statement to the press, and in 
response to a suggestion procured a 
sheet of writing paper, pen and ink 
and wrote a statement, in which he 
said: 


"I wish to state the facts in the 


shooting 
of 
Poormaster 
Putnam. 


These people came to my house, Put- 
nam and two sheriffs, with the sub- 
poena to appear before Justice of the 
Peace Harry II. Yount;. These papers! 
without the signature of the said jus- 
tice of the peace and to show cause 
why said children should not be taken 
and put in a charity institution. My 
children had board, clothes and mon- 
ey in ray pocket to buy more. V.'here- 
upon I felt it my duty to protect my 
home and family and children with 
my life. 
You fathers and mothers if 


you have a vacant place around the 
table, think of the one that is jjone 
from you bringing the pang of sorrow. 


"Xcw what is life after your home 


is destroyed, be it ever so humble? 
My brother »xpects to take rr.y chil- 
dren and take care of them and me to 
jail \Vednesday next to await trial 
for shooting in the defense of my oivp. 
home and little ones. Did I do right 
or not? 
Do nnto me as you would 


have others do unto you is a motto we 
all love. 
I certainly knew nothing 


about this man Putnam being shot 
until they told me. So I need friends 
and assistance from those that believe 
in the protection of home and family. 
I need bah if permitted to have bail. 
Good bye." 


Beardsley's reference to Wednesday 


was in regard to an agreement which 
he had made earlier 
Sunday with 


three of his brothers and his lawyor. 
This agreement only was reached 
when lie was fully convinced that hn 
brother would be permitted to take 
charge of the children. 
Beardsley 


stipulated that the grandmother, who 
is at Youngsvilie, Pa., be sent for to 
prepare the children for their journey 
to Titusville. This was agreed to. 


Before the talk with Beardsley was 


finished a group of probably fifty had 
gathered in the roadway opposite the 
house. 
The crowd clamored for a 


sight of the man. "There are no dep- 
uties here," said one. 
Beardsley, 


grasping his Winchester with one 
hand, unfastened the door with the 
other and stood for a few moments in 
the doorway. 


"Are there any cameras in the 


crowd?" he asked. 
"If there is I 


would like to have someone photo- 
graph these children, just to show 
that they are not suffering." 


The children grouped about him as 


he spoke. They were plump and rosy- 
cheeked and playful. 
One of them 


held in her hands a big white rabbit. 
•"We've got two white rabbits and two 
black onen," she volunteered, shyly. 


Beardsley got his first newspaper 


Sunday morning' and read it carefully. 
He pointed out paragraphs' which he 
said were^ untrue. 


There is some legal question a's to 


whether the authorities had complied 
with all the provisions of the law for 
taking possession of the children at 
the time the poormaster aaj sheriff's 
oilice-rs went there last Tuesday. 


In the interview with the corre- 


spondent Beardsley said only four of 
the children were his.

32,641 Children Returned to School 


in Indiana Last 
Year by 


Truant Officers. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 
19.—On 


charges of bribery, conspiracy to com- 
mit fraud and stuffing ballot boxes: 
the special grand jury has returned 
indictments against Mayor Donn M. 
Roberts. All of the indictments are 
based on Roberts's alleged actions 
during the campaign and election of 
1912. 


Roberts offered bond in the sum of 


$S,000, 
which, was 
accepted. 
He 


would talk to no one of his indict- 
ment. 


Two of the 
indictments charge 


Mayor Roberts with bribery in con- 
nection with Maurice (Cotton) Chase. 
Chase served as registration inspec- 
tor in one of the tenderloin precincts 
on the registration board in 1912 and 
the indictments charge Roberts with 
having paid Chase $50 to be allo\ved 
to place 300 fictitious names on the 
precinct registry. Two other similar 
indictments 
were returned 
against 


Roberts in conjunction with Andrew 
Berkeley, registration 
inspector of 


the Tjaylorvllle precinct in 1912. They 
charge 
Roberts 
with having paid 


Berkeley the sum of $25. Two other 
indictments 
charged 
Roberts 
with 


conspiracy to commit fraud, and name 
Chase in conjunction. 


The investigation by the special 


grand jury, on which the indictments 
against Roberts were based, was all 
of the presidential election in 1912. 
The special body of inquisitors, while 
making inquiry into the conduct of 
the municipal election last fall, has 
not yet reached conclusions regarding 
it. 
The news of the indictments and I 


tlie subsequent arrest of Roberts cre- 
ated surprise here. Many citizens ex- 
pected that indictments would be re- 
turned, but that they would come so 
soon and in such a number was a sur-! 
prise to all.

More Than 32,000 Children Returned 


to School Last Year. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 19.—The activi- 


ties of the 109 truant officers of the 
state resulted in 32,641 children be- 
ing returned to school last year. 


The reports received by the state 


board of truancy show a total of 17,- 
559 days spent in the service, 80,883 
visits made and that it was necessary 
to provide aid for 7,749 children. The 
cases investigated in Marion county 
numbered 15,110. 


Considering the large number of 


children reached, the number of pros- 
ecutions was small. 
Two hundred 


and seventy-three cases were brought 
into court, and of this number 237 
were decided in favor of the truant 
officers and thirty-six in favor of the 
parents or guardians. 


For the administration of the law 


the various counties and cities spent 
$58,573.67, of which $35,859.20 was for 
salaries and 522,714.47 for aid to chil- 
dren. Tlie average expense for each 
child brought into school was $1.10. 
The cost of books and clothing sup- 
plied needy children averaged ?2.93 
for each child aided.

Howard Keiley of Baltimore told in 
graphic sentences how sufferers are 
crying ''Give us more radium.'" 


"Surgery has been 
our 
largest 


help." said Dr. Keiley. "Uadium is 
curing a certain percentage, but we 
need more radium for investigation." 


Dr. Keiley announced that lie was 


planning to erect a factory in Denver 
to the extract the radium for earno- 
lite ore to be worked by the bureau 
of mines. He promised io 
donate 


his practice to tile government. The 
high prices of radium, lie said, is due 
in part to the action of foreigners.

A British Seaman's Prank That En- 


raged the Brazilians. 


Tbe harbor of liio de Janeiro is one 


of tbe wonders of tbe world. 
1'ou 


enter a narrow strait guarded by a 
towering conical mountain and discov- 
er a glorious inland sea surrounded 
ou every side by abrupt and precipi- 
tous mountains, many of them with 
tbe most fantastic outlines. I should 
imagine, says the Hon. Stephen Cole- 
ridge in "Memories," that all tbe fleets 
of tbe world might anchor there in 
safety. 


In tbe early seventies a couple of 


English bluejackets In search of ad- 
vcjiture climbed to tbe top of the 
mountain that guards the entrance, 
hauled after them a flagstaff and a 
uuloa jack, set up the pole on the 
summit and unfurled the flag toythe 
bi'eej'6. 


Thu astounded and indignant Brazil- 


ians awoke one morning to find an 
alten hunting flying over their territory 
lioru its most conspicuous eminence. 
Attests were lodged with tbe English 
minister, who, with the utmost po- 
lluness, apologized for the thoughtless 
escapade of some entirely unknown 
parsons and gravely told the Brazilian 
government that of course he would 
hi.ve no possible objection to the 
prompt removal of the flag and pole. 
Tlie emperor, however, could find no 
subject in all his wide empire who 
would volunteer to make the ascent to 
the summit of the mountain, which 
tnn people of Rio de Janeiro consider- 
ed nnscalable. 


In this embarrassing dilemma the 


Brazilian government determined to 
knock over the staff by shooting at it.

Only Two Americans Allowed 


to Owe!! In Afghanistan. 


LIFE THERE IS A GAMBLE, 


Upon Obtaining a permit the Traveler 


Is Warned That He Enters at His 
Own Individual Responsibility Be- 
nighted Country Where Christianity 
Is Punishable by Death. 


A report on industrial and living con 


ditious in At'sbauistiin, which a Chris- 
tian enters on pain^of death, has been 
made to tlie department of eommerce 
by United States Consul Henrv D. 
Baker, on special commercial service 
in tlie far east 
• Jlr. Baker calls Afghanistan 
the 


buffer state between British India and 
the Knssian possessions in Asia. 
It 


has an area of 200,000 square miles 
anrt a population estimated at 5.000,- 
000. though no census has ever been 
taken, its inhabitants are without es- 
eeption Mohammedans, and. save oajy 
Tibet, it is the largest closed country 
in the world, presenting the anach- 
ronism of a nation in the twentieth 
century which forbids the entrance 
into its territory of the foreign mis- 
sionaries either of religion or com- 
merce, as well as making the profes- 
sion of Christianity among Its subjects 
punishable by death. 


"If any person particularly wishes 


to Visit Afghanistan he can get into 
the country only by interesting the 
ameer" personally in the object of his 
visit, which, however, it may be found 
very difficult to do." Mr. Baker says. 
"No commercial traveler can get into 
Afghanistan unless the ameer might 
be induced to take an interest in his 
particular line of business. Even then 
it would not be found convenient or 
advantageous to undertake a trip into 
Afghanistan unless the ameer would 
personally guarantee one's comfort 
and safety and provide a military es- 
cort to Kabul or Kandahar or wher- 
ever else It was desired to go. 


Must Go at Own Risk. 


"After application has been made to 


the ameer for a permit, or firman, to 
visit Afghanistan—and by having ad 
vauced some particularly potent argu- 
ment the firman may perhaps be grant- 
ed—the deputy secretary tft the gov- 
ernment of India in the foreign depart- 
ment if he deems it wise, will then 
grant permission to cross tbe-frontier 
at the traveler's own risk. 


"A regulation letter granting such 


permission to a representative of a 
business house in Bombay, of which 1 
have a copy, reads as follows: 
. "With reference to your letter dated —. 
I am directed to inform you that the hon- 
orable the chief commissioner and i»sent 
to tlie governor general in the northwest 
frontier province, is being directed to allow 
Mr. 
• of your firm to cross the frontier, 


subject to the production hy him of his 
majesty the ameer's firman and the polit- 
ical asent in the Khyber pass ocin^ sat- 
isfied that the Afghan government has 
made arrangements for Mr. 
*s escort. 
and transport- 


I am to add that, the government of In- 


dia accepts no responsibility whatever in 
connection with the object of Mr. —-'s 
Journey to or stay in Afghanistan ana 
that he proceeds there at his own risk. 


Few Foreigners There. 


"About the only instances in which 


Europeans or Americans have ever 
been allowed to travel into Afghanis- 
tan is when machinery or other arti- 
cles have been required- by the ameer to 
his government or special medical as- 
sistance needed at the court At pres- 
ent there are understood to be six Eu- 
ropeans and two Americans residing in 
the country." 


Mr. Baker refers to the late Dr. T. 


L. Pennell, an English medical mis- 
sionary, as having been the best au- 
thority on the frontier tribesmen of 
Afghanistan. 
He gained their conll- 


dence and esteem after years of effort, 
but the relations between the frontiers- 
men and the English generally are far 
from cordial.
